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Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer image file printout is unrestricted. 

The printout cannot reasonably be regarded as sexual in nature. The image shows a naked girl 
engaging in some kind of activity in the snow. The girl is clearly comfortable with her nudity. 
There is no deliberate focus on her sexual characteristics. Although the context for the activity is 
not clear, it is possible that the photograph is a snapshot taken at a naturist gathering. A viewer's 
predisposition to regard any image of nudity as having a sexual meaning may result in a sexual 
interpretation, but to others the image simply depicts a young person engaging in activity in a 
setting where nudity is unusual but may not be inappropriate. 

There are no sexual elements in the image and it raises no issues under s3(l), s3A or s3B of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. The printout must, therefore, be 
classified as unrestricted. This classification is consistent with the right to freedom of expression 
as set out in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990.
